Galileo, weighing 6,700 pounds, will 
be released from Atlantis’s cargo bay 
6 1/2 hours after the ship is in orbit, 
starting a six-year, 2.4 billion-mile 
journey to Jupiter, the largest planet 
in the solar system. : 


Electricity to run the space probe 
will come from two nuclear power 
packs, each loaded with 24.7 pounds 
of plutonium-238. NASA has used 
such radioactive fuel on 22 previous 
flights. Three have been involved in 
accidents, but no plutonium was re- 
leased. 

The space agency said in court last 
week that detailed studies show the 
chances of release of radioactive ma- 
terial are statistically low and that the 
environmentalists’ fears are unwar- 
ranted. In December 1995, a 787- 
pound probe is to be released from 
Galileo and plunge into Jupiter’s cloud 
layers to take the first samples of the 
Jovian atmosphere. 

The main Galileo craft will enter an 
orbit around the planet, and its cam- 
eras and 10 scientific instruments will 
gather information on temperatures, 
magnetic fields, radiation, cloud char- 
acteristics and gravity. 

Planners say the craft’s examina- 
tion of Jupiter will be the most scien- 
tifically rich interplanetary mission 
yet. The pictures it relays will be up 
to 1,000 times sharper than those ob- 
tained by the Voyager spacecrafts.

Stock indexes fell 1.8 percent in 
Tokyo, 3.2 percent in London and a 
steep 12.8 percent in Frankfurt, West 
Germany, where one trader described 
trading as a “blood bath.” 

The dollar fell against. most major 
currencies. 

Traders said the stock market bene- 
fited from the experience gained in the 
1987 crash. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
managed to handle the heavy trading 
volume because of a big investment in 
technology made after the crash. ' 

In addition, traders were soothed 
by a Federal Reserve promise to sup- 
ply fresh money to the financial sys- 
tem to make sure banks kept loans 
flowing to traders who lost money.

Feds investigate

SALT LAKE CITY — Federal in- 
vestigators on Monday began picking 
through the charred first-class section 
of a Delta Airlines Boeing 727, seeking 
clues to what caused a weekend flash 
fire that forced crew and passengers 
to flee the parked aircraft. 

Bob Johnson, director of the Na- 
tional Transportation Safety Board’s 
Denver regional office, said the blaze 
appears to have begun in a bin below 
and behind the cockpit housing the 
plane’s computer and avionics nerve 
center. 

Dick Hill, a fire and explosions ex- 
pert with the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration in Atlanta, was to join 
the NTSB-led investigative team late 
Monday. However, Johnson stressed 
there was no evidence of an explosive 
device being responsible for the fire. 

“We don’t have any indication of 
foul play,” Johnson said, noting that

As thick smoke filled the cabin, 
erew members quickly evacuated 
nine passengers out the plane’s rear 
door, down steps and onto the tar- 
mac. Five crew members and a pas- 
senger, all men, were treated at local 
hospitals for smoke inhalation and re- 
leased.

Monroe, to whom local Delta offi- 
cials deferred for comment Monday, 
said it was too early to know whether 
the $30 million 727 could be returned 
to flight. Delta structural engineers 
will make that assessment. 

“T know they’ve started salvaging 
some of the parts from the aircraft,” 
Johnson said. “They will be allowed to 
take any parts they need ... as long as 
they aren’t associated with the area 
where the fire initiated.”

Budget automatically cut by $16 billion 


WASHINGTON — President Bush signed an order Monday night cutting 
federal programs by $16.1 billion after giving up hopes for a last-minute 
compromise with Congress. 

“It’s the law. We’re ready to implement it,” said White House press secre- 
tary Marlin Fitzwater. 

He said although the administration had sought to avoid the almost across- 
the-board cuts triggered by the nation’s Gramm-Rudman budget-cutting law, 
“it might even be good” if the budget ax does fall. 

The order Bush signed shortly before 7 p.m., to take effect at midnight, was 
largely procedural as the spending cuts were automatic under the law. 

“We'll continue to work with the Congress” in seeking to develop a compro- 
mise to reduce the deficit to roll back the spending cuts, Fitzwater said. 

“But there is some feeling here that (the automatic cuts) are the way to go. It 
will reduce spending in a very effective fashion,” he said 

“Everyone’s going to have to take in their belts,” he added.“It will have a 
hit, there’s no doubt about it.” 

Earlier, budget director Richard Darman said “we are doing what the law 
requires.” 

The cutbacks are required under the Gramm-Rudman law because of the 
failure of Congress and the White House to agree on a deficit reduction 
package. 


Scouts instructed to leave axes at home 


BEND, Ore. — The U.S. Forest Service wants people to forget some of the 
camping techniques they learned as Boy Scouts. 

And recognizing that times have changed, the Boy Scouts have revised their 
handbook and are urging young campers to leave their hatchets at home. 

Rangers such as Michelle Kaptur, who patrols the high wilderness of the 
Cascade Range, are telling campers that it’s no longer good enough to leave a 
clean camp in the wilderness. 

The Forest Service wants you to leave no trace of a camp at all, especially 
not a ring of rocks where you built a fire. 

“When you leave a fire ring, the next person says, ‘Hey! There’s a camp! 
Let’s use it!”” Kaptur explained to a group of campers at Quinn Meadows 
outside Bend. 

“After 300 people use it, it’s not a wilderness anymore.” 

- “People don’t realize that at ground level all those little twigs they use for 
fires have a purpose,” Kaptur said. “They (decompose and) feed the trees.” 


Supreme Court to review merger case 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court said Monday it will consider 
bolstering the power of states and private citizens to break up corporate 
mergers. 

The justices agreed to hear an appeal by California officials seeking to use 
federal antitrust law to kill the $2.5 billion merger of the Lucky and Alpha Beta 
supermarket chains. The high court acted at a time when much of the nation’s 
anxious attention was focused on Wall Street developments following Friday’s 
market tailspin. Last week’s steep drop was attributed in part to investor 
worries over the future of debt-financed corporate takeovers. 

In other action, the justices: 

—Agreed to take a new look at the rights of motorists suspected of drunken

driving. The court will hear an appeal by Pennsylvania officials seeking to | 


reinstate the drunken-driving conviction of a man videotaped answering police 
questions before he was warned of his right to a lawyer or to remain silent. 

—Refused to free Pan American World Airways from having to pay 
$951,500 plus interest to two families of victims of a 1974 crash in Indonesia 
that claimed 107 lives. 


Cause of West Jordan fire sought 


WEST JORDAN — Arson investigators have begun sifting through the 
charred remains of an abandoned office building and warehouse destroyed by a 
fire early Sunday morning. 

West Jordan Fire Capt. Ed Larsen said investigators have not determined 
the cause of the blaze and have not set a damage estimate. The area around the 
building and warehouse was cordoned off Sunday as firefighters doused re- 
maining hot spots and investigators combed through debris. Members of Salt 
Lake County’s Arson Task Force were to resume the probe Monday morning. 

Four pumper trucks, two ladder trucks and 28 firefighters from West 
Jordan and Midvale responded to the blaze shortly after midnight and had the 
fully engulfed structures under control about 60 minutes later, Larsen said. 

Flames, which were fanned by brisk southerly winds, raised a plume of 
smoke so black it could be seen against the night sky. A nearby grass fire

E. Gernians get-exit permits to go West 

WARSAW, Poland — The first 46 of the more than 1,300 East Germans 
trying to reach the West through Poland renounced their citizenship Monday 
and in return got exit permits from the East Berlin government. 

“We are free,” read a hand-lettered banner unfurled as the cheering 
refugees emerged from the East German Embassy clutching new identity 
cards. They were taken in two buses to the West German Embassy for the 
citizenship papers West Germany automatically provides to East Germans. 
The refugees said they expected to leave Warsaw on Tuesday. West Germany 
will pay for their travel. 

East German authorities required the refugees to give up their citizenship 
in exchange for the new ID cards allowing them to leave Poland for the West 
without crossing East German territory. 

No time limit was indicated on the arrangement with the East German 
Embassy, and new refugees continued arriving at the West German com- 
pound as the first group prepared to leave.

Canyon plans modified 


UDOT says road will be safer, efficient

Utah Department of Transporta- 
tion officials said modifications have 
been made to the original Environ- 
mental Impact Statement for the pro- 
posed four-lane highway through 
Provo Canyon — changes that will 
allow for construction of a safer road 
while preserving the canyon’s aes- 
thetic value. 

The Supplemental Environmental 
Impact Statement (SEIS), which con- 
tains the changes, is expected to be 
released in December. 

“The road through Provo Canyon 
will be a safe and efficient road that 
Utah County and Wasatch County 
will be proud of,” said Kevin Beck- 
strom, public information officer for 
UDOT. 

For the past 30 years, UDOT has 
been trying to pass a modification 
plan for a four-lane roadway through 
Provo Canyon that would make travel 
in the canyon safer. Provo Canyon 
has been the site of many serious car 
accidents. 

Three years ago UDOT finally re- 
ceived permission to begin construc- 
tion and widen the road. Construction 
was halted when several environmen- 
talists, concerned about damage to 
Provo Canyon’s landscape, filed a 
lawsuit against UDOT, Beckstrom 
said. 

Over the years the communities lo- 
cated near the canyon have been in a 
bitter controversy about whether a 
safer road was worth risking the 
canyon’s beauty and environment, 
environmentalist Joan Evans said.

Environmental groups have com- 
plained that the four-lane highway 
through the canyon would increase 
traffic and damage the aesthetic value 
of the canyon, Evans said. 

Others say truck travel through the 
canyon endangers lives because the 
road is too narrow and not designed to 
accommodate heavy traffic. 

The SEIS will have a road design 
“that everyone will be pleased with,” 
Beckstrom said. A few modifications 
have been made to the original plan in 
order to meet the public’s concerns. 
The modifications will enhance the 
road, and it will be aesthetically 
pleasing, he said. 

“The efforts of environmentalists 
working with UDOT have produced 
great results, and we are confident 
that the road will pass the SEIS,” 
Beckstrom said. 

Ifthe SEIS is accepted this Decem- 
ber, Beckstrom said UDOT will 


spend the next 11 years constructing 


the multi-access four-lane roadway 


through the canyon: The road will in-. 
clude a median with landscaping, ac- ‘ 
cess to recreational facilities, and jog- - 
ging paths from the mouth of the | 


canyon to Bridal Veil Falls. The 
canyon road will be widened, some 
curves straightened, aqueducts re- 
aligned and bridges rebuilt. 

The road will be a lot safer and 
more efficient, Beckstrom said. 

The estimated $88 million project 
will meet the needs of those who de- 
pend on the canyon for transportation 
between Heber and Utah County. It 
will also provide access to the recre- 
ational facilities in Provo Canyon, 
UDOT spokesman Kim Morris said.

States is not the only country in the 
world, Sanzana said.

It’s worth 
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Songwriter remembers folk roots

A BYU music faculty member is 
well known in the campus community 
for his talent, but his musical roots 
remain largely unknown. 

Ron Simpson, area head over Mu- 
sic, Theatre and Media in the Depart- 
ment of Music, was at the heart of the 
Bay Area folk music scene in the early 
1960s. A list of his earlier associates in 
music includes Joan Baez, Jerry Gar- 
cia of the Grateful Dead, Grace Slick, 
of Jefferson Airplane (and Jefferson 
Starship), and jazz trumpeter Tom 
+ ‘Harold. 

“That music scene really started in 
> my later high school years in Palo 
«Alto with the Kingston Trio, who 
“*were also from the San Francisco 
area,” said Simpson. “Everybody 
even close to my age got into it.” 

Baez, who knew Simpson in high 
school, will be performing in concert 
in Salt Lake on Oct. 25 at Kingsbury 
Hall. Simpson said he formed a folk 
music band in high school in which 
Baez played. 

“For some reason Joan chooses not 
to remember those days too well. She 
was developing her political ideas at 
that time, which conflicted with her 
trying to be just a normal kid. I think 
that maybe she just doesn’t want to 
admit how mainstream she was,” 
Simpson said. 

Shortly after Simpson and Baez 
graduated from Palo Alto High 
School, Baez moved to the East Coast 
and started her career while Simpson 
left on a mission to Finland for The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

In 1962, Baez started her first con- 
cert tour of Southern college cam- 
puses under a no-discrimination pol- 
icy, implemented by appearing at 
black colleges only. She also appeared 
on the cover of Time. 

Simpson said, “I remember that I 
was serving in an area just inside the 
Arctic Circle when my companion and 
I walked by a small shop in town. I 
saw Joan on the cover of Time and 
thought, ‘What in the world am I do- 
ing here?’ I got over it though.” 

Simpson returned from his mission 
and began teaching guitar. He shared 
a studio in San Francisco with Jerry

Garcia, who would go on to form the 
Grateful Dead. “I taught in the morn- 
ing and then Jerry would come in and 
teach in the afternoons. We had a 
pretty good thing going.” 

“IT could have got into playing music 
professionally really easy,” said 
Simpson. “But that scene sent up 
some red flags with my values so I got 
busy with other areas of the business. 
I wanted to get into the whole music 
industry picture.” 

In 1968, Simpson moved to Salt 
Lake and began his career as a music 


producer and songwriter. In 1972, he 
opened the first big music production 
studio in Salt Lake City. A recent 
feature aired on KSL-TV recognized 
Simpson as helping to put Utah on the 
map as one of the nation’s music cen- 
ters. 

Simpson teaches music industry 
classes and is the music producer for 
the Young Ambassadors and the 
Lamanite Generation. 

Simpson also wrote and is produc- 
ing the 1989 Homecoming Spectacu 
lar show.

“We're interested in trying to help 
as many people as possible,” Wad- 
dingham said. “Sometimes the appli- 
eants receive only a portion of the 
money requested so that we can dis- 
tribute the funds to more people.”

Only organizations 
are eligible to receive funding from 
the council. | 

Waddingham said these meetings 
between the council and the commu- 
nity are beneficial to the council in 
determining the allocation of funds 
because input from citizens regarding 
grants can be heard.
